gal of primitive Indinn life and customs, in |

spite of the ioroads made upon them by
the studious and strenuous systems adopted |
by the government for inuring the Indlan
to Christlan customs wod habits, Is Jald
upon the rewervation of the Ponca Indians
near Niobrara, and the time was the last
day of April, 1000, The facts are devel-
opced in connection with the sult of the
government againet Adam wpd John For-
ester for the mlleged sale of liguor to lo-
diane. Out of the sale complained of Is
alleged to have come a tragedy that cost
two llves and hus ever slnce excited a
great deal of feeling among the 250 or 300
Poncas domiciled on the reservation.
Story of the Tramedy,

Just how many or how few of tha facts
may be brought out in the trial now In
progress s not known, but from some of
the witnesses hrought down to testify, the
story of the tragedy ls obtained. It Is to
the effect that Adam and John Forester
operate 2 brewery just outside the town of
Niobrara. Formerly there existed in that
wivinity & slot machine that appears Lo
have suijaswid the lngenlous contrivances

so cotrmon in more advanced communities, |

In one of the bulldings which was not &
recugnized portion of the brewery propoerty
there was inserted in the wall a pigeon hole
inte which c¢ould be shoved the price of a
keg of beer, when Immediately another
larger aperture just beneath would open
and u keg of the amber Auld would come
rolliug out. It in said that this unique de-
vice I8 no longer In operation, as the pub-
Heity it galhed through the events re-
counted below made it advisable to discon-
Houe business.

On the Inst day of April of Ilast year
four young FPonca braves, Peter Bird Head,
Perry Larvier, Hornce Warrlor and Run-
ning-After-Arrow, or, as he In often known,
Black Halr-Horse, were among the patrons
of this cunning device for the avoldunca of
the congressional regulation against welling
liquor to Indians. They invoked the hidden
dispepsor of booze twice and as a result of
their financial incantations they cdrried
away with them two kegs of the julee of
Mondamin. When they had attained a dis-
tance of about two and a half miles from
the amber fountain they stopped and
emptied one of the kegs of its stimulating
contenis. They then went on to the home
of Peter Bird Head, about elght and a half
miles from Niobrara, where tho other wana
soon drained of Its contents, The result
was that the young bucks became Intox-
feated and ugly. Young Bird Head and
Perry Larvier had always been firm and
tast friends and chums, but in some manner
they, too, became involved in the trouhble,
which appears to have originated with the
pther two. There were some women in the
vicinity and one of them discovered that
Larvier was carrying a revolver and was
disposed to use It after he had had u wtrug-
gle with young Bird Head. When she dl-
rected attention to the fact Bird Head
started toward Larvier, who was but a few
feet away from him (n front of his home,
whereupon Perry drew his revolver and
shot Peter In the face, killing him instantly.

Offers Hin Own Life,

Stricken instantaneously into a state of
egobriety by a realization of the enormity
of his act, he did not run away, hut went
into the Bird Head home, where he found
old man Bird Hewd and his wife, Takesa-
the-Pelts. Going up to the latter, who was
the mother of his victim, he handed her his
revolver, saying: ‘'l have killed my friend.
Now kill me, so that 1 may go along with
bim."

The enraged and grief-stricken mother
fld not sccept his act ag a pretense te win
compaselon. It was recognized as an es-
pential eompliance with the Inexorable law
of Justice, and without hesitation she took
the revolver from his hasd and shot him
flead. The repulsiveness of her act might
well be condoned among those who are ac-
guainted with the Indiap character, its Im-
pulsiveness and still savage Instincts, but
no one can find In the traditlons of the
race anything to justify the reputed flend-
ishness of the elder Bird Head, who, after
his wite had killed young Larvier, took an
ax and chopped the hody Into fragments.

Takesa-the-Pelts, or Mra. Bird Head, was
arrested and has ever since been confined
in the Douglas county jall awaiting trial
for the murder of Lhe slayer of her son.
The Foresters deny responsibllity for the
operation of the slot machines, which
yieldod beer by the keg, and their attorney,
Alex Altschuler, says that it will be shown
in the trial that they had nothing to do
with it whatever, and that It was operated
by another man for whose acis they were
in po way responsible.

was prepared al  onee and the patients
lsolated,  All have recoyvered and there Is
' n6 sign of other casds developlug.

“1 was quite apprehensive for a time,'™
sald Dr. Teal, "having 300 patientp wnder
the ane roof, and realizing the danger nnd
difffculty that would attend a general out-
break of the disease. Prompt measures
checked the threatened epidemic right at
the start."

In Norfolk the local authorities are
making a vigorous effort to control the dis-
ense and are maintaining & rigld quaran-
tine on the known cases. Quite a start was
given the epidemic thera by the actlon of
the doctors who refused to treat the dis-
case asn amallpox. Since the Btate Board
of Health has pronounced [t smallpox the

treatment has been moere rigorous. At
Wayne, Madison and other places In the
vicinity thers are many cases. The disease

was introduced to the state hospital by a
patient from Madigon,

“It is news to me to bear that the plan
of dividing ¢lasees at the High schoeol (nto
sections and allowing the puplls to carry

kept under the hat At every meeting of
the High school teachers for a year the
plan has been discussed, and both Mr.
Waterhouse and myself have talked of |t
froely,” remarked Buperintendent Pearse of
the Omaha wchools. “It Is not our purpose
to do away with classes In the High school,
but te allow bright pupils to make the
rapld advancemeont they merit, and the sys-
tem is already in operation.
terinly Work Heqnired,

“It has been our intention to require a
certuin amount of work in each course
which must be done by students who desire
promotion, Thia will be the minimum
amount. Puplls who are capabla of deing
more will be put nin advanced sections
und allowed to accomplish as much as they
are capable of. Take a Caesar class, for
example, Grant that three books of Caesar
i the minimum amount on which credits
will be glven. This work must be done by
wll pupils. But while some students are
plodding through these books brighter stu-
dents could easily read fve vooks. We be.
leve that tha children who learn rapldly
should not be held back on account of the
plodders.,

“The classes In the High school are so
large that there are several sections in ¢ach
subject. Pupils can be grouped in sections
aceurding to thely ablllty without making
any radical ehange. The puplls who are
sent to the High school from the grades
each year are grouped by the principals
upd teachera in various clty schools. This
classification wonld ald the principal of the
Higt school In arranging the sectlons. As
the children show their ability in the High
school It would be an ensy matter to place
them In sections where there are children
of the same mental callber. Such o plan
would, in my opinion, make the work of the
teachers easler and give puplls an oppor-
tunity to do thelr best work.”

Mr. Christie Opposes,

“I am opposed Lo any plan which would
do away with the classes in the High
school,” sald W. B, Christie, member of the
Board of Education. "Four years la not
too long for any pupil to remain in the
school. No pupil should try to do the work
Iu less t!me. Thea | belleve that this new
scheme for advancing students would re-
quire more teachers and 1 am opposed to
increasiyg the teaching force at the High
senoal. We have more teachers now than
we can afford to hire”

When asked for an opinfon concerning
the plan ndvocated by Mr. Pearse, Fred
Btubbendorf, member of the Board of Edu-
cation, replied:

“1 am opposed to nny change that would
iteresse the number of tenchers at the High
school, The High school is costing us
more than we can afford now, 1 have no
objection to a division of classes which will
enable the brighter pupils to do more work,
In cage such & division would not require
un enlarged force of teachers. Four years
is a ghort enough time in which to complete
sucia a course as that at the High school.
I would pot favor any change that contem-

plates the graduation of pupils in  less
time."
